On many Western 
farms, sows aré successfully brought 
through the winter in shelters con- 
structed of poles and straw. ‘ 

Fresh, air, sunlight and a reason- 
able amount or regular daily exercise 
are necessary in the production of 
normal litters, These can be readily 
provided by feeding the sows at some 
distance from their sleeping quarters

During these years, I, for one, was 
bold enough to point out that this 
was all great nonsense—that the fer- 
tillity of the soil had not been lost, 
and that when the rains come again, 
normal ¢rops, certainly would be pro- 
duced. These normal ¢rops did later 
occur, a8 we Know. 

Additional confirmation of the fact 
that land will continue to produce 
bountiful crops is shown by the re- 
cent statement of Sir John Russell, 
of the Rathhampstead Experimental 
Station, England, in speaking of the 
famous Broadbalk field which had 
been sown for 100 straight years to 
wheat without manure or fertilizer. 
Last year, the 99th wheat crop on 
this field yielded 26% bushels to'the 
acre, 

This indicates that if we use rea- 
sonable care with our land, to pre- 
vent soil-blowing and water erosion 
as much as possible, we can continue 
perhaps indefinitely to produce good 
wheat crops on our prairie lands,
